Sewing  Machine  clan  — this  sleekly 
styled,  fully  automatic  Supernova 
in  portable  and  cabinet  models. 

Supernova's  special  push-button 
features  stem  from  the  fact  that  it 
not  only  controls  the  swing  of  the 
needle  from  side  to  side,  but  also 
(and  simultaneously)  moves  the 
fabric  back  and  forth.  Stated  in 
technical  terms,  this  may  have  scant 
meaning  for  the  homesewer.  Tran¬ 
slated  into  terms  of  what  it  makes 
possible,  the  meaning  becomes 
much  clearer: 

Automatic  Buttonholes:  No  manual 
skill  is  required.  Merely  drop  in 
your  buttonhole  disc,  set  the  ma¬ 
chine  to  the  size  you  want,  and  sew. 
Unaided  —  without  a  twist  of  the 
fabric  — S«per/iot;a  stitches  both 
sides  and  tacks  both  ends. 
Automatic  Monograms:  Tapered 
satin  stitches  give  that  beautiful 
fluid  curve  to  your  monogramming 
which  once  characterized  only  the 
most  skilled  handwork. 

Automatic  Darning:  Pop  in  a  disc, 
place  the  worn-away  patch  under 
your  needle,  and  watch  Supernova 
weave  hack  and  forth  until  the  weak 
spot  has  been  neatly,  inconspicu¬ 
ously  strengthened. 

Individual  Decorative  Stiches:  The 
engineering  of  the  Supernova  pro¬ 
vides  a  ricii  repertoire  of  exclusive 
decorative  stitches  which  can  be 
varied  in  length  from  Vt  to  2  inches. 
For  the  homesewer  this  means  a 
fully  automatic  passport  to  big, 
bold  embroidery  effects  as  well  as 
fine,  delicate  designs. 

Five  basic  discs  come  with  the 
machine  and  15  others  (with  one 
design  on  each  side)  offer  ample 
variety  to  the  collector.  Necchi 
Supernovas  start  at  $339.95.
